Board Votes to Support Pond Restoration 

Rochester Board of Selectmen 
By Anne Kakley 

At their September 12 meeting, Rochester 
selectmen voted to support a grassroots movement to 
restore Hathaway Pond and its dam. 

The pond, which is owned by environmental 
non-profit Buzzard's Bay Coalition (BBC), was acquired 
with the intention of dam removal and subsequent pond 
disbursement. BBC claimed that the act would restore the 
area to its natural state, encourage a better ecosystem and 
remove the danger of an uncontrolled dam breech. 

Abutting landowner and pond activist 
Greenwood Hartley spoke to the Board about what 
would happen to the habitat if the dam were permanently 
removed and the area was restored to wetlands with a 
small river. He told the Board that public sentiment was 
strongly in favor of pond and dam restoration. 

"There is a small group of us to try to convince 
the Coalition. . . not to take out the dam,'' said Mr. 
Hartley, who furnished the Board with a copy of a 
petition containing 500 signatures. The petition, which 
was referenced in a letter to the editor in the August 11 
issue of The Wanderer, refuted Buzzard's Bay Coalition 
(BBC) claims that removing the pond would improve the 
ecosystem. The letter urged BBC to repair the dam and 
restore the pond, for the sake of agricultural uses and fish 
spawning.

as well, besides the agricultural aspect/' 

Selectman Richard Nunes said that he was 
''concerned with removing the dam as well. This dam has 
been in existence for 200 years. I don't see the wisdom in 
removing it." 

Historian and former selectman Fred Underbill 
disputed BBC's claims that the dam was built in 1804, 
saying that the small river in the area of Hathaway Pond 
was probably dammed as early as the 1700s for the sake 
of a mill. 

Prior to the meeting, the Board had not made 
an official stance on the dam issue. "The Coalition came 
in [and] gave a presentation," said Selectman Nunes. "It 
sounded fine. [Herring Inspector David Watling] was 
the only one at the time that had any concerns about it. . . 
I don't think this dam should be removed. If it needs to 
be fixed, it needs to be fixed. I think it would be a big 
mistake to take it down." 

Village Court Report Forthcoming 
By Laura Fedak Pedulli 

Results of a five-week study that monitored 
temperature and humidity in the hallways at the Village 
Court senior housing complex in Mattapoisett are 
forthcoming. Chuck McCullough told residents at the 
Mattapoisett Housing Authority meeting on September 
13. He said the engineer on the job just returned from 
vacation, and that the report - which also looks at 
whether the ventilation system works as designed - will 
soon be made available to the public. 

Residents at the state-run senior complex had 
been complaining in recent months that the bolting of 
sliding glass doors outside the units - which are required 
to remain shut to prevent humidity from entering the 
building - inhibit air flow and close off a possible fire 
escape route. The doors had been ordered shut because 
extra dampness encourages mold growth - and the senior 
facility had a significant mold infestation problem in 2006 
that it does not want to repeat. 

A ventilation system had been installed in the hallway but 
it does not serve as an air conditioner, Mr. McCullough 
said at the meeting.

''The corridor does not have air conditioning/' 
he said. "We put air conditioners in all 52 units, this is 
one of the few housing sites in the state that pays for 
[air conditioning]/' he said, explaining that the hallway 
temperature and humidity should match the outdoor 
environment. 

Resident Roberta Tripp, however, felt that the 
temperatures upstairs were unbearably hot. "Those 
blowers blow out hot air. It was 97 degrees on the 
thermostat when I came down [before the meeting]," she 
said. 

After the meeting, Mr. McCullough explained 
that the temperature and humidity were monitored on 
both the inside and outside of the building. He expressed 
assurances that the humidity inside is comparable to 
outside conditions - and that preliminary reports show 
that the temperature only fluctuates two or three degrees 
from the regular outside temperature. However, he 
stressed that the official report will offer a final say on the 
matter. 

Some residents look forward to resolution. "It's 
getting to the point that these issues are getting stated 
over and over again, and for three months," said one 
resident, who commented that he feels Village Court is 
"a garden of Eden" compared to other state-run senior 
housing complexes. 

In other business, the housing authority 
approved a Hallways Responsibility Policy that outlines

rules to keep the hallways clear for passage. The seven- 
point policy restricts the number of plants allowed in 
the hallway, where residents can place items, prohibits 
outdoor equipment, among other conditions. 

Eileen Marum expressed concern about the 
presence of plants and their effect on the mold problem. 
Mr. McCullough said that after the mold infestation five 
years ago, residents were not allowed to have plants, but 
two years ago the commission found the ban on plants 
could be safely lifted. 

''We hadn't done anything that had not been 
checked with architects and engineers. . . In the future if 
we have any indication they are contributing to health 
problems, we'll remove them," he said.

Selectmen Revoke Tabor Work Permit 

Marion Board oj Selectmen 
By Anne Kakley 
Tabor Academy's permit to open Front Street for 
drainage pipe work was officially revoked by Marion 
selectmen at an emergency meeting held on September 9, 
2011. 

Citing lack of cooperation and refusal to share 
necessary drainage calculations, the Board revoked the 
permit that had been granted at an August meeting. 

The act was made based on concerns voiced 
from the Board of Health. In a letter dated the morning 
of September 9, Health Director Karen Walega stated 
that, "the drainage pipe across and under Front Street. . . 
represents an imminent and serious threat to public 
health and public safety''. Moreover, she stated that, 
"the Board of Health has not been supplied relevant and 
critical information to determine the adequacy of the 
proposed drainage pipe and related infrastructure." 

According to Town Administrator Paul Dawson, 
Tabor Academy had attempted to start construction on

the drainage pipe twice that week, but could not start due 
to weather. When they attempted to start on the morning 
of September 9, Police Chief Lincoln Miller stopped them, 
pending a determination of the Board of Health (BOH) 
and Board of Selectmen's meeting. 

Before making the revocation. Selectman 
Jonathan Henry asked the BOH to explain how they 
would use the requested drainage information and why it 
was necessary for proceeding. 

''What would you have done with [the plans]?" 
asked Selectman Henry. 

"We would have had the plan reviewed by 
another agency, a peer review," answered Ms. Walega. 

"We are concerned with Sippican Harbor," BOH 
member Albin Johnson added. 

"The question is what do they put in for 
filtration before it goes into the harbor? We need to know 
these things," said Selectman Roger Blanchette, who 
was dismayed that Tabor Academy had the drainage 
calculations available, but was refusing to share them 
with the town. 

Once again, the topic of crumb rubber, a field 
material that had been selected by Tabor, was addressed. 
The construction area includes a large field that would 
now be less permeable than the previous grass field. The 
BOH argued that the change could significantly increase 
the level of run-off, and the crumb rubber could possibly 
present a health risk to Sippican Harbor if it leeched into

the run-off. 

"Maybe once a month, we should have to have 
one of our people testing that water. We have to find out 
what that crumb rubber is sending into the harbor/' said 
Selectman Blanchette. 

The Board then voted to rescind the street 
opening permit to Tabor. Upon Selectman Jonathan 
Henry's request, they added that a permit restoration 
would be contingent upon receipt of requested drainage 
information and calculations. Additionally, the BOH 
would have to review the plans and approve them for 
permit restoration.

Post-Irene Power Restoration "Horrible'"^ 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

to discuss issues regarding Tropical Storm Irene and 
her aftermath. The Board said that NStar's response to 
the power outages, which began on the morning of the 
storm and continued for four additional days for some 
Mattapoisett residents, was unacceptable.

''The NSTAR response was very problematic 
for all of us,'' said Chief Lyons. "We had a lot of small 
problems that could have been fixed a lot faster if they 
had had a response." 

Chief Lyons added that she was frustrated about 
tree trimming and obfuscation regarding utility company 
responsibility. She said that often NStar and Verizon 
would pass on pole responsibilities, saying it is the other 
company's jurisdiction. "There should be a better system 
for tree trimming," she said. 

Chief Lyons informed the Board that there would 
be a statewide investigation into the post-Irene response 
from NStar and National Grid, to address why some 
communities had been left in the dark for a week, despite 
the fact that the area was given ample warning before 
storm landfall. 

"For all intents and purposes, it was just a bad 
tropical storm," said Town Administrator Michael Gagne. 
"We are going to get a [category] two or three [hurricane] 
some day and then what?" 

"Their performance was horrible," said Selectman 
Jordan Collyer. 

The Board said that they would cooperate with 
efforts to communicate their frustrations regarding 
the storm response as a part of the statewide NStar 
investigation.

Knox Leads New Food Program Effort 

Mattapoisett School Committee 
By Laura Fedak PeduUi 

Citing deficits across the board in the food 
operations in Old Rochester Regional School District's 
elementary schools, Mattapoisett School Committee 
Chairman Grace Knox made a strong push to outsource 
the food program to an outside management company. 

At the September 12 meeting, she said that 
a handful of school committee members across the 
district, as well as administrators, have been analyzing 
the possibility of using a third-party provider. She said 
that this group has looked at other districts who have 
taken such an approach - including the Fairhaven School 
District, Tabor Academy and University of Massachusetts 
Dartmouth - to turn their programs around. 

Ms. Knox distributed a review by one potential 
food service company, Sodexo, on how enrollment in their 
program would eliminate the current deficits in the ORR 
district. 

After a review of the three past years, the 
company claims that it could save the district $60,226 
in food service costs. Ms. Knox said that the estimate is

"conservative'' and could be even greater if all district 
schools participated 

These savings would not require job cuts, Ms. 
Knox stressed. 'T believe we've alleviated these concerns. 
It doesn't necessarily displace people. The jobs are 
secure," she said, noting that a Food Service Director still 
would be needed. 

Ms. Knox further offered that it is a "win- win" 
because of the nutritional focus of these programs.

school committee for consideration. 

In his comments. Superintendent Doug White 
did note that business would change significantly 
under a new system. ''We would not conduct business 
as we do today.

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they were surprised by the high deficit given that the June 
food service report recorded a loss of $12,886.98. 

"This is w^ell beyond the pale, I don't remember 
this,'' Ms. Winters said. 

Committee Chairman Brad Gordon likew^ise 
expressed confusion on w^hy the deficit jumped so sharply 
in June. "All the sudden, w^hen in June w^e have half of the 
total loss of the year," he said. 

The summer payroll schedules account for the 
expense increase, Mr. Isernio explained, reporting that an 
additional $18,277 w^as spent at once to pay staff for the 
summer. 

In addition to increased participation, Ms. Isernio 
said that she is looking to centralize purchases across the 
district to obtain a more favorable economy of scale. She 
said the school is exploring offering breakfast and using 
ORCTV as a publicity tool to increase participation. The 
district voted to increase the school lunch by 25 cents 
in June - thus she said that w^ill help with some of the 
shortfall. 

"There is a sense of urgency in looking at business 
in the cafeteria to see how we do things," Superintendent 
Doug White said. The district is in the final stages of 
replacing Food Director Suzanne Souza, who stepped 
down in August. Mr. White said the new hire would be in 
place by the committee's October meeting. 

Despite the tropical storm brought on by

district schools and residences, only 1.3 percent of district 
students were absent on the first day of school, Mr. White 
said in his report. Of the 2,559 students, only 34 did not 
attend, he reported. 

The superintendent credited District Facilities 
Manager for "chasing down electric companies'' to get 
schools back online and for handling the shelter set up at 
the school after the storm struck. 

In his report, Mr. Murphy recalled what 
transpired before and after the storm - noting that 
about eight people utilized the shelter based at Sippican 
Elementary School.

pleasure working with the staff, counselors, and most of 
all, the campers throughout the summer/' This summer's 
pilot programs were just the start for the Bay Coalition's 
expanding efforts in youth engagement according to 
Hancock.

than three decades, the artform is gaining momentum and 
touching a broader range of people. 

"It's bigger now that it was 30 years ago. Back 
then, I only knew students and professors, but now there 
are a quite a few groups of all ages writing," he said. 

And some of the area's best talent is converging at 
New Bedford, Gallery X on Saturday 24 from 2:00 to 5:00 
pm for a reading touching on the themes of environmental, 
social and political change. The event - 100 Thousand 
Poets for Change - is occurring simultaneously with more 
than 500 individual events in 95 countries across the globe 
in the aspiration of using poetry as a catalyst for spreading 
peace and inciting change. 

The event should bring out some of the best local 
talent, including Mr. Barboza and Poet Laureate of New 
Bedford John Landry, as well as writers new to the craft. 

The use of poetry as a medium for political 
expression is not new to the region, Mr. Barboza explained. 

"A lot of the poets in this area seem to focus 
on either political things or change in general in their 
work. When most of our core group was writing here, 
which started together in the 1970s at SMU [University 
of Massachusetts at Dartmouth], that was a political time 
and it was quite common to express political opinions and 



advocate for change in poetry. I think a lot of people are 
still actively doing that today," Mr. Barboza said, noting 
that the political bent of local poetry stems in part from the 
area's very strong Quaker tradition that stresses peace and 
nonviolence. 

Event organizer and local poet Maggie 
Cleveland said that this year marks the region's first year 
participating in the 100 Thousands Poets event. While 
some communities are focusing on one particular aspect 
of change, she said the New Bedford event would allow 
readers to express any verse related to change in general. 

"I decided to leave it open, I feel there are so many 
things open to change that are valid," she said. 

Ms. Cleveland hopes the event - which happens 
coincidentally during the Working Waterfront Festival - 
will bring more people into the fold and encourage wider 
participation in local readings. "We've got a great group 
of poets around here, but we hope to get the word out to 
people who don't typically attend meetings," she said. 

Poetry readers are encouraged to sign up and 
participate, while she hopes anyone will stop by to listen 
in. Poets can read their original work, or recite a poem 
from someone else - but she is asking everyone to briefly 
explain the type of change they hope to bring to everyone's 
attention. 

"It should be a really nice 
g| afternoon. We have a great 
group of people coming 
in. . . And there are going 
to be new faces," she said. 

Even though Mr. 
Barboza admits that even 
after decades of reading 
poetry, he "still gets a little 
hot under the collar," he 
said he is looking forward 
to the event. 

"I'm pretty excited. 
There are a lot of great 
voices in this area, a lot 
of intelligent voices who 
have powerful things to say about advocating for change," 
Mr. Barboza said.

Contagion, Starring Matt Damon and Kate Winslet. 
Directed by Steven Soderbergh. Running time: 105 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Before Contagion is anything else, it's a master class 
in filmmaking — shooting, editing, making a movie move. On 
the surface, it's a disaster film of the sort we've seen before — a 
viral-epidemic thriller — but you could conceivably not care 
about anything that happens in the movie and still find yourself 
jazzed by its rhythms, its ambiance of high intelligence. In just 
over 100 minutes it takes us from the first, mystifying contact 
with a deadly virus to a satisfying resolution, spanning the 
better part of a year. And here, the scariest thing isn't the virus 
itself, but the widespread reaction to it. People panic; they loot 
and commit murder. Contagion argues for the importance of 
cooler heads prevailing, but it acknowledges that cool heads are 
in short supply in America. 

Conspiracy theorists will likely hate Contagion, 
because it tells us that government agencies have our best 
interests at heart, and it puts any dissent into the mouth of a 
rather sleazy blogger (Jude Law) who, it seems, may be stirring 
up skepticism for his own gain. Let's allow that government 
people are as corruptible and flawed as anyone else, that 
bureaucracies often obstruct, and that complex systems dealing 
with large populations don't and can't have the personal touch 
we so often demand in times of crisis. By and large, the people 
in Contagion trying to deal with the outbreak do the best they 
can, sometimes throwing their own bodies into the breach, 
their own health on the line. They may be motivated as much 
because their professional asses are at stake as because they 
care for their fellow man. It's a comforting narrative, ultimately, 
because it reminds us that even those who are protected, whose 
families are protected, are in human contact with those who are 
vulnerable. The unstressed irony of the movie is that this same 
contact is what is killing people. 

Contagion was directed by Steven Soderbergh, who 
studs the movie with stars (Matt Damon as a grieving widower, 
Kate Winslet as an epidemic investigator, Laurence Fishbume 
as at doctor at the CDC, Marion Cotillard as a doctor with 




the World Health Organization) but gives none of them any 
big moments. The story skips from continent to continent, 
but Soderbergh always keeps us comfortably oriented. It's a 
highly compact and factual movie: no shot calls attention to 
itself (Soderbergh photographed it himself), the editing (by 
Stephen Mirrione) moves at a healthy jog, not a frantic sprint. 
Contagion goes fast but takes its time when the audience needs 
to understand something. I was so absorbed that I forgot entirely 
about an entire character and her storyline, although this 
narrative thread, with Marion Cotillard kidnapped and held in 
a Hong Kong village until a vaccine is found, feels a bit out of 
step with the rest of the film. 

Aided by a heartbeat-elevating score by Cliff Martinez, 
Soderbergh keeps the tension up while avoiding any obvious 
turning of the screws. Contagion is more frightening for being 
rather matter-of-fact. It pits rationalism against randomness — 
the scientists trying to figure out the virus, which is mutating. 
It's also realistic about how long it would take before order 
would be restored — people are dying everywhere, society is 
breaking down, and we're repeatedly told what the timetable 
would be on finding a cure, developing it, testing it, getting it 
approved, mass-manufacturing it: weeks, months. Hurry up and 
wait, indeed. In the end. Contagion is not quite as credulous 
about government aid as it first appears: there is still and will 
always be fraud, corruption, preferential treatment. But there 
will also always be good people everywhere who step up and 
do what's needed despite official regulations. We saw it on 
and directly after 9/11, and we've all seen it personally on a 
regular basis, people who don't have to help you and might get 
in trouble for it but do anyway. For all the crap we deal with 
and can put each other through. Contagion ends up saying that 
maybe we're worth saving after all.
